SSC Abolishes 
College Boxing 
For Health Sake 


Boxing was abolished at 
Sacramento State College at 
the close of the spring se- 
mester. Dr. Guy A. West, 
college president, issued a 
statement saying, “Careful con- 
sideration has been given vari- 
ous aspects of the matter of in- 
tereollegiate boxing, including 
the reactions and recommenda- 
tions of student and faculty com- 
mittees and councils, and the 
opinions of individuals, including 
members of the staff of the Di- 
vision of Health, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation. 

“Although there is a division 
of opinion among some student 
groups,” the president said, “the 
recommendations from councils 
and committees of the faculty 
and staff are overwhelmingly in 
favor of discontinuance of inter- 
collegiate boxing as a part of the 
athletic program at Sacramento 
State College.” 

Influencing the decision were 
factors of the physical welfare 
of student participants, the atti- 
tudes expressed by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and the 
American Association for Health, 
Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion, the trend among collegiate 
institutions to discontinue box- 
ing, and present and impending 
problems of scheduling and fi- 
nancing. 

The new Student Council had 
a split 5-5 vote on the discon- 
tinuance. The out-going Council

Summer Parking

A $5 parking fee will be 
charged to students, college em- 
ployees of college auxiliary or 
other organizations during the 
six-week Summer Session.

In the event the first vehicle 
and the alternate include a two- 
wheeled motorized licensed ve- 
hicle and a car, the “first ve- 
hicle” shall be the car and full 
fees collected accordingly. 

There will be no charge for 
parking after the end of the six- 
week session and before the 
opening of the fall semester.

EDITOR’S NOTE: The following 
is an open letter to the Parking 
Committee at Sacramento State 
Colle on proposed parking gates 
for College. 


Gentlemen, I sincerely hope 
that you will seriously reconsi- 
der the proposal to install park- 
ing control gates at the College 
entrances. 

Having made a study of on 
campus parking and traffic con- 
ditions prior to the paid parking 
requirements, there are several 
reasons why I think control 
gates at the entrances are not 
the best answer to our traffic 
and parking problems. 

First, the more than $26,000 
which it would cost to install 
these gates, could provide better 
parking facilities and especially 
more adequate walkways for 
pedestrians to and from the 
parking areas. 

Congestion Irritation 

Traffic congestion would be 
constant source of irritation. Re- 
gardless of what the gate sales- 
mén say, it would take twice the 
gates, now proposed, to handle 
the present flow of traffic at 
peak hours. If they were right, 
and I am sure they are not, it 
would still mean that a vehicle 
would have to make another 
stop to insert a coin or pass card 
into the gate contro] meters. 
This will take more time. 

Cards Cost Same 

Next, the pass cards are still 

going to cost the user the same

as the present decal, Or, if one 
prefers, he can pay 25 cents per 
entry, or $21.75 per semester. 
The cards themselves will cost 


the College approximately 75 
cents each, compared to the 4 
cents per decal. This money 
could, in my opinion be better 
utilized in providing better ac- 
cess to the parking areas. In pad 
weather, students must play a 
game of hop-skip-and jump to 
avoid water holes and loose gra- 
vel. 

What will happen when a pass 
card is lost? Is a charge made 
for the cards replacement? Or 
is a replacement made on only 
the signature of the person who 
loses one. This could lead to 
flagrant abuse of the paid park- 
ing system, the same as it now 
is with lost decals, This would 
be unfair to the honest con- 
scientious user who pays in 
good faith, even though he feels 
that the paid parking on cam- 
pus is abusive. 

Control Problem 

Next, we have the subject of 
control. If the front gate is con- 
trolled from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m., it 
will take two patrolmen tn cover 
this time. If you are to continue 
the Physically Handicapped, 
Faculty and Staff lots, loading 
zones and restricted areas, then 
it will take another patrolman 
to control parking in these 
areas. At present, there are two 
patrolmen with e@ supervisor. 


This appears to be adequate un- 
der the present system. With 
gates, it would take a minimum 
of three patrolmen and a super- 
visor, This still would not give 
adequate patrolling of our park- 
ing areas to prevent vandalism 
and illegal parking in restricted 
areas. 

With reference to controlling 
through traffic, it would appear 
that there is no real problem in 
this regard. To my knowledge 
through traffic has never caused 
any congestion on campus roads. 
With the completion of the Watt 
Avenue bridge over the Ameri- 
tan River it will become almost 
ail. The main problem is speed- 
fng and our pwn employees and 
students are the most flagrant 
violators. Again, better access to 
the parking areas and a vehicle 
to control speeding would seem 
a more appropriate use of park- 
ing fee money. ‘ 

Considers Visitors 

In regard to visitors and 
others who use a vehicle only 
occasionally or are here {for 
short periods during the day, a 
few parking meters at conven- 
ient location on the campus with 
two or three hour limits at 5 
cents per hour would more than 
adequately serve these tequire- 
ments and provide a minimum of 
inconvenience if Faculty and 
Staff were more adequately ap- 
praised of the procedure for no- 


ing off matches in table tennis, 
badminton, ete. 
Dance Instruction 

Under the direction of Miss 
Charlotie Bergstrom, physical 
education department, a series of

This would seem to 
be more time consuming and ir-” 
ritating to the visitor than the 
present system. c 
L.A. Has Another Set-Up 
The success of the parking 
gates at Los Angeles State Col- 
lege, which has been used as a 
reference, is from the operation 
standpoint only, not from the 
users view-point. They aiso have 
a different set-up than is pro- 
posed here. Their gates are at 
the parking lot entrances, They 
are also collecting much more, 
on a 25 cent per entry basis, 
than is needed to meet their ob- 
ligations. This, in effect, is pen- 
alizing the student unnecessari- 
ly, whether he knows it or not. 
In conclusion, I personally be- 
lieve the present system is serv- 
ing the best interest of the 
student and employee with a 
minimum of inconvenience. With 
the addition of a few parking 
meters and more effective visi- 
tors control, the present system 
is adequate.
